The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-14, 26-28 are allowed because none of the prior art alone or in combination 
teaches or suggests the particular subset of the process steps disposing a thin, highly-doped layer 
of a silicidation stop material within the etched-away regions, the silicidation stop material 
partially filling the etched-away regions and forming silicidation-stop extensions, disposing a 
silicon fill layer within the etched-away regions over the silicidation stop material, wherein the 
silicon fill layer fills the etched away regions over the thin silicidation-stop extensions, thereby 
interposing the thin silicidation-stop extensions between the silicon fill layer and the channel 
region and between the silicon fill layer and the substrate, and wherein the silicidation-stop 
extensions are thin as compared with the silicon fill.
